“The recall shouldn't be on the 
basis of single issues， Wong 
continued,“Voters should look at 
consistency of service. If a politician 
changes according to every Shift in 
the wind，then there aren't .any 
convictions. Feinstein?s record just 
doesn't warrant the recall.” 

Attorney Louis Hop Lee noted- 
that avoiding Single issue politics is 
especially important in a city of such 
diversity as SF.“I agree with the 
mayor'S position that you cant 
run this city's government based on 
one group:s view,” Lee said. 
“Officials can'tpander to one point 
ofview,nomatterhowextreme itis.” 

Lee felt that the real issue in the 
recall is not Feinstein's handgun 
ban2Eesa The sissue isq the 
irresponsibility of this recall attempt. 
The credibility of the attempt has to 


do with who is behind it, and I don't 


want to give credibility to the White 
Panthers. 

“Ifit were a coalition of minority 
groups， or the Chamber of 
Commerce, ratherthan an extremist 
fringe group, the recall would have 
more credibility,”he asserted.

Elomwerdirector Fred Van Patten 
jad anticipated Some Strong 
community ”response to the 
production even though Plotkin had 
not.“I didn't like it (the play) at 
first” he admitted，However，he 
changed his own mind after some of 
the more “overtly racistthings”were 
eliminated or reworked. 

“Werve taken out lines abonut 
attitudes, like being born with silver 
chopsticks or inspecting the mouth 
of the bride like a horse,”cited Van 
Patten， He ,also related that the 
company will eliminate the song， 
“Chop Suey， which he called 
“tastelesSs.” 


He also_ claimed that after 


reading the original novel， he 
discovered that the white playwright 
added many“racist”lines just to 
evoke laughter from the audience. 


WINCE 

“We got rid of those lines 
because they were offensive to listen 
to. They made you wince at how 
stupid they were， Watching the 
reworked play you will not get the 
jdea that it is stupid,”Van Patten 
predicted. 

With the heijp of novice 
filmmaker Angela Chen, who serves 
as the play's cultural advisor (E[ 了 矿 
2/2/83),he has also decidedto make 
Some other very major revisions of 
the play, including moving the time 
from the 1950s to the 1930s. 

Historian and writer Judy Yung， 
Who is currently working on a book 
about Chinese American women 
expressed grave concerns about the 
projected change.“It was bad in the 
5S0s, in the 30s it's worse and more 
historically inaccurate.

“The community was getting more 
into nightclubs with a more “oriental 
theme 一 exotica cateringto whites.” 

IThough he acknowledged that 
there were fewer women andfamilies 
in the earlier setting，Van Patten 
argued that the two families in the 
play were merchants，exempt from 
the，general exclusion laws that 
pevented the entry of laborers and 
their wives. 

He even asserted that resetting 
the play in the 30s might make the 
Situation more realistic, with amore 
Stringent and strict son and father 
relationship.“A son would expect 
the father to pick the bride, and the 
audience would be more willing to 
accept that characterization.”

public opinion on the issue of gun 
control. “If there is Sentiment for 
gun control anywhere,it'sin SF,”he 
Suggested.“She hasn't violated the 
public trust and hasn't acted against 
the wishes of the people of SF.” 

(Ihe Registrar of Voters O 人 ce 
told Easy 六 estthatintheNovember 
elections, SF voted in favor of Prop. 
15, the gun control initiative，even 
though the measure Was Soundly 
defeated statewide. In SF, 128,5906， 
or 609%, voted in favor of Prop. 15， 
while only 85,573, or 40%,opposed 
the measure.) 

George Leong Suey，national 
executive director of the Chinese 
American Citizens ”Alliance， 
declared that CACA plans to 
Support Feinstein 10096.“You look 
at the people behind the recall and 
they really scare you,”Suey said. 

“Our government _ guarantees 
free expression to all and this 
includes politicians.”Suey said that 
politicians too often refuse to take a 
firm stand on issues andforFeinstein 

. to face arecall fortaking afirm stand 
on gun control is unfair. “You can 
disagree ithout being disagreeable,” 
noted the CACA head.

Suey，who gave Feinstein a job 
rating ofeighton ascale ofonetoten， 
nevertheless commented that he 
does not agree with Feinstein on all 
issues，“I might argue with some of 
her positions, but 工 wouldn't spend 
almost half a million dollars for a

“With all the homeless people

election is Six months away and 证 
someone doesn't like her, they can 
kick her out of office then.” 

Tommy Chin，president of the 
SF lodge ofCACA, called the recall 
“expensive and Unnecessary,”and 
praised Feinstein's responsiveness 
to Chinese Americans.“Her office 
has always been open to the 
Chinatown community.” 

Not everyone was as Supportive 
of Feinstein's responsiveness to 
Chinatown， however. Board of 
Education member Tom, despite his 
Support for Feinstein in the recall 
election, Said he hoped she would be 
more responsive to “Chinese 


Americans in the future. 
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“She hasn't responded as much 


as 工 would have liked，especially 
given the consistent Support she's 
had from Chinese Americans.Ican't 
Say She hasn't done good (for 
Chinese Americans), but she could 
do more, particularly in the area of 
Chinese American appointments.” 


But for at least one Asian 
American, Michael Wong, with the 
Committee for a New Mayor, ap- 
pointments are not necessafiily 3 
Sign of Feinstein's responsiveness 
to Asian Americans.， Wong felt 
that most of Feinstein's appoint- 
ments are Simply “crumbs” 
thrown to Asian Americans to dis- 


Sipate political opposition and 


that many of Feinstein's political 
Supporters Support her simply for 
these crumbs. 

“We dont have to be fighting 
for crumbs,” he declared，“we 
should be fighting for the whole 

ie. 
“Chinatown needs jobs and 
housing, not political patronage,” 
Wong noted.“Unemployment if 
still too high in Chinatown. What 
have these appointments done 
about this? Im not saying ap- 
pointments aren't important，but 
We- have to establish what our 
PrIiorities are.” 
VETOED 

Wong felt that two of China- 
town's biggest Priorities are jobs 
and housing and that Feinstein 
has dejivered on neither， 

“She's vetoed legislation limit- 


ing the power of landlords; she's - 


vetoed the condominium converT- 
Sion ban; and she's allowed public 
housing units to remain vacant,” 
jie cited. “She found 34.5 
million for a parking structure at 
the Performing Arts Center，but 
she can't seem to find money for 
Imore public housing.” 

Wong charged that Feinstein?s 
true interests do not lie with the 
citys numerous Iminority groups. 
“She's the mayor of the down- 
town corporations,，”Wong Said， 
and her policies are designed to 
bring large corporate high-rises to 
SE: 

“And who's going to get the 
jobs in these high-rises2” Wong 
Wondered. “Tt's going to be the 
white-<collar，Upper Imiddle class， 
not the-Iainorities.” 

Wong said that he actually sup- 
ports Feinstein's handgun ban 
which ”prompted the “White 
Panthers 一 a group Wong despises 一 
to launch 'the recal. “But the 
issue is on the ballot and Idont 
believe in jgnoring elections. 

Wong was also disturbed that 
the recall has been defined around 
the White Panthers themselves 一 
that a vote against Feinstein is 
vote for the White Panthers.

- The populaton of China，estimated at over one 
billion, is creating problems for the nation. 

In China, alarge family was considered ablessing in 
the olden days, but this is no longer So. In the last few 
years, the Chinese government promoted the policy of 
one-child families,late marriages, and active practice of 
birth control. In the face of population explosion, this is 
a _ responsible policy，a_ necessary policy，and not a 


SuppresSlve one. 


However, any policy aimed at population control in 


China will be resisted. 


The greatest offense to one's ancestors is to nothave 
any offspring. Wives who “could not give birth to SonS” 
may be divorced by their husbands. In a nation where 
having many Sons have always been the prime concern 
ofparents, it is indeed difficult to urge people to reverse 
thelr thinking, and to accept the idea of a single child 


family. 


While urban dwellers and intellectuals of China 


-candy. 


generally have Shown a willingness to accept the new 
population policy, rural residents have not. Not only do 
the peasants want more children, they try to have boys. 

Agsaresult, we arenotSsurprisedtoreadthatthere are 
those who give fictitious census reports to hidethe actual 
number of children they have, that some women leave 
their own village in order to give birth in a distant place 
as Visitors，that some health workers take bribes to 
remove contraceptive devices，and in Some extreme 
'cases, that baby girls are reportedly killed by parents 
Who wish to try for a boy-. 

As China was trying to controlher population, there 
came anthropology student Stephen Mosher of 
Stanford，University to work on his field research in 
rural areas near Guangzhou (Canton).， (下 as1 玫 est 
3/2/83) 

He drove his own car，which was against Chinese 
travel regulations，and was stopped in the middle of

Guizhou Province, a province away from Guangdong. 
Chinese authorities also accused him of givinghis vanto 
an official as bribe to gain permission to take pictures of 
women ” undergoing “ abortion “operations ” during 
advanced stage of pregnancy. He took these PicturesS， 
sent them to Iaiwan,， and published them there in an 
attempt to attack China's population policy-. 

Given the Situation in China today, where the rural 
areas are resisting the government's policy, we do not 
dispute whether forced abortion or infanticide took 
place. But it is difficult for us to believe that these are 
national policies. 

The population problem is a major one in China. 
Whether China can win the battle depends on the 
people's acceptance of late marriage and birth control. 
JInstead of trying to understand the historical 
perspective of this problem and the authority s 
di 何 culties in implementing 3a sensitive population 
policy, this student turned his materials into political 
propaganda in Iaiwan， No wonder the faculty of 
Stanford was upset and many questioned his ethical 
standards and professional conduct. 

Whether his action broke any Chinese laws is up to 
the Chinese governmentto say.

dont know ifmoney's the answer, but 
Proposition 13 didn't help,” 
declared Dang. 

Some Programs are making 3 
difference.， Programs that have 
private business teachinghigh school 
students marketable job skills have 
had some success, but counselors at 
AACE and CYC admit these 
programs have not affected enough 
kids. 

Whatis needed,they say， is miore

RICHMOND，YVa. 一 A_ real 
estate company has been ordered to 
pay$67,357 after being found guilty 
of discriminating against prospective 
tenants because they are Asian. The 
award is the largest ever against a 
Virginia firm for housing 
discrimination. 

The suit was filed by Housing 
Opportunities Made Equal 
(HOME) against the Crestview 
Corp.,owner Nathan Gumenick and 
employee Dorothy ITolbert. HOME 
filed the suit on behalf of 玫 areen 
Tsou，Ava MecBride，Mary Anne 
Blair and the Chi-Lu Corp. They 
charged that they were repeatedly 
turned away from the Crestview 
Apts.， even though ”prospective 
tenants of other races were told that 
apartments were available. 

According to the suit，McBride 
andhis Chinese American wife were 
told by employees of Crestview that 
they were no- longer renting to 
Asians because Asians did not pay 
their rent，were dirty and stole, and 
slept on mats.， 


In addition, Blair, who was trying 
to _ find housing for Cambodian 
refugees, claims she was toldthatthe 
leases of existing Asian tenants were 
not being Tenewed. Tsou charged 
that She was' told she was not 
qualified to rent an apartment after 


putting a deposit down， 

Under the terms of the 
Settlement，Crestview has agreed to 
pay a total of $13,400 in damages 
and $53,957 in attorneys” fees. 
Crestview is also required to keep 
detailed records of its apartment 
rentals and to Submit quarterly 
reports to the US magistrate. 

Barbar “Wurtzel， ”executive 
director of HOME, said the decision 
Shows“that it's good business to

officials must treat with the utmost 


SeriousneSS. 
The Commission report stated 
that there were 101 religiously 


，motivated attacks in 1982, up from 


77 in 1981. There were 15 racial 
incidents in 1982,，up from four in 
1981. 

All of the religious attacks were 
directed against Jews,， while Blacks 
and Hispanics werethe victims ofthe 
racial incidents. Private homes， 
Schools,synagogues and otherpublic 
buildings were defaced by swastikas， 
the letters “ 玉 开 天,”racial epithets 
and obscenities, Edelman said. 

“The report indicates that the 
depressed economy may be partly to 
blame for this surge in hateful 
behavior. While it may be true that 
joblessness may lead to irrational 
eXpressions of frustration，decent 
citizens of Los Angeles County 
Should never accept excuses for 
racial and religious intolerance,”he

SAN FRANCISCO -- One of 
the more controversial inclusions 
in this years Chinese New Year's 
parade was Eugh 'Oyoung，the 
head of the SF “Coordinating 
Council for North American 
Affairs，Taiwan's unofficial repre- 
Sentative 记 SF . 

Parade coordinator Calvin Li 
has charged that Oyoung's presen- 
ce in the parade Violates an agree- 
ment between the parade sponsOTS 
and city officials that there be no 
Political Tepresentatives ”from 
either Taiwan or China in the pa- 
Tade.

In addition，Li has written to 

syYOT Feinstein urging her to 
WwWithhold $39,000 记 hotel tax 
funds that were to be given to the 
Chinese Chaimber of Commerce， 
the sponsors of the parade, to co- 


Ver the cost of the parade. Li said 


he has been assured by a senior 
aide to Feinstein that his charges 
Would be thoroughly investigated 

Li told East/Jest that he had 
heard rumors Several days before 
the parade that there would be a 
Taiwanese ITepresentative 训 the 
parade.“Iheard about the rumors 
and started asking some ques- 
tions, Li said.“T directly asked 
(Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
president) Dale King and (board 
director) Byron Mok and was 
asSured that there would be no 
Taiwan Tepresentative .2 

Li continued asking about the 
persistent Tumors and continued 
to Teceive assurances 人 om Various 
people connected with the parade 
that the rumors were Untrue. 
even asked the day of the parade 
and Was Specifically told as late as 
the day of the parade that there 
Would be no Tepresentatives 位 om 
Taiwan.” 

Calling Oyoung's _ presence a 
“black mark on the event,” 工 i 
noted that this was the first time 
there has been this kind of pro- 
blem with the parade since the 
agreement with city-officials not 
to have any political representa- 
tives in the parade. 

He acknowledged that in the 
past，the Taiwan governiment had 
passed out Nationalist flags to pa- 
Iade Spectators，“but the flags 
werent actually in the parade 
Units.” 

RECOGNITION 

Li Said that the agreement not 
to include political representatives 
from either Taiwan or China was 
Ieached three years ago0 when the 
US withdrew diplomatic recogni- 
tion of Taiwan. Because the main- 
land Was recognized as the legiti- 
Imate government， the mayor 
requested that a Iepresentative 
from China be invited to _ the 
parade. 

“IT suggested we invite a Tepre- 
sentative from China and one 


from Taiwan，have them ride 记 
limosines，side by side，in the 
front of the parade,”Li Tecalled 
“IT thought that would have been 
great，but the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce suddently bacKed 
out.”JInstead，an agreement Was 
Teached not to have any political 
Iepiresentatives at all. 

Li was uncertain Why the 
Chamber of Commerce would vio- 
late this agreement in this yearS 
parade.“Maybe they Were trying 
to impress the Taiwan governimnent 
that they could get a Tepresenta- 
tive in the parade,”Lispeculated . 
He maintained that the Chamber 
knew that they were violating the 
agreement with city officials and 
that they had“deliberately' and 
knowingly violated this agree- 
Iment.” 5 

Lis biggest concerIn about 
being misled was that the police 
asSigned to the parade could have 
been caught unprepared for any 
possible problems arising 在 om 
Oyoung s presence. 

POLICE 

“ 工 had several meetings with 
the police before the parade and 
they said that since there hadnift 
been any Problems with the. 
parade in the past, theie would be 
00 need for extra protection for 
the police,”Li said. “But isome- 
thing had happened, they would 
have been unprepared. . 

“I 工 had at least been told be- 
fore hand a Taiwan representative 
would be invited, I could have let 
the police know and they would 
have been prepared for any possi- 
ble problems.”JInstead，however， 
he was misled, the police were un- 
informed, and his own credibility 
was Undermined, Li charged. 

Li has also written a letter to 
the Supervisory Board of the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
Tequesting a public apology and 
also Tequesting the resignation of 
both Dale King and Byron Mok. 

Because of this incident，Li 
added that he will no longer work 
for the parade. He said he is nei- 
ther pro- nor anti-Taiwan and 
Simply ITesents being dragged into 
this conflict,. “My only objective 
in Working with the parade is to 
Spread a little Chinese culture, 并 Li 
declared. 口

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Barbara Boxer Looks at Her 
FirstTwo Months in Office

SAN FRANCISCO 一 SF's 
new ITepresentative to Washington， 
DC, maintains a busy Schedule. She 
spends part ofher week in the capitol 
city, and the other part in her three 
Bay Area district offices. The rest of 
her time, she's in the air, enroute to 
one city or the other. 

Congresswoman Barbara Boxer 
took o 季 ce o 秆 cially in January 
1983. In this short time，she has 
already garmered a reputation of 
being hardworking，dedicated and 
enthusiastic. 

WORKLOAD 

She readily admits that she did 
not quite expect quite as large a 
Workload as the one which has 
consumed most of her time and 
energy Since the start of the year. 

“The amount of work is really 
more than TI ever imagined it would 
be, to be honest. 工 had sozze idea,” 
she quickly added,“because I had 
worked with (my predecessor 
Congressman) John Burton and flew 
back to DC every four to five 
months.”The lawmakerthen opined 
that people could not fully 
understand the schedule unless they 
themselves went through it. 

“Tve been ableto getahandle on 
the work and organize myselfto get 让 
done,.Tjust didn't expect the work to 
be so overwhelming in volume,”she 
laughed. Her DC ofce sends onut 
about 600 letters a week. And Boxer 
herself receives about 100 letters a 
day. Shetries to respondto each one. 


Her typical work day begins at 
6:30 in the morning. After 
eXxercising， the ”CongresSwoman 
heads to the o 人 包 ce where she often 
stays until at least 9 pm. She attends 
committee meetings， attends to 
house floor matters，and has abonut 
ten appointments a day. 

RECHARGE 

“When LEm in San Francisco, 工 
try to have Some family time to 
recharge Imyself.” Boxer is the 
mother of two teen-aged youths, 16 
and 18，whom she calls every day 
from DC. Though she spends a full 
day Friday or Monday in one of the 
district o 亿 ces, and has at least one 
Speakingengagementevery Weekend， 
Boxer pointed out that she has 
learned to Say “no.” 

“People are very understanding， 
and they wazt me to have a family 
life.”She observed that，thus far， 
people have willingly accepted her 
Bay Area schedule. “You canjustlet 
this life eat you up alive if you Say 
yes" all thetime. You wouldhaveno 
Private life.” 

Even with a commitment to 
balance her life，Boxer's Bay Area 
Schedule is not easy.， Her three 
district o 包 ces are located in San 


Francisco， Marin County and 
Vallejo. 
“What Tm trying to do is to give 


each district o 亿 ce one day, rotated 
eVery three weeks.” Sometimes， 
however，UuneXxpected occurrences 
entail her driving back and forth 
between offices when she is in town.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 One of 
the Japanese communitys 
nationwide organizations has mixed 
reactions to the report just recently 
issued by the congressional advisory 
commission assigned to review the 
legality of the forced relocation of 
about 120,000 persons of Japanese 


descent during World War 工 . 


National Japanese American 
Citizens League executive director 
Ron Wakabayashi told 天 ast 太 est 
that the group is thankful for the 
efiort reflected in the document bnut 
that it feels the .job of the 
Commission on WVartime Relocation 
and Internment of Civilians remains 
incomplete. 

GRATIFYING 

“In our o 僻 cial statement，the 
JACL expresses its appreciation for 
the work on the report . . .JIts 
gratifying,”he acknowledged，““that 
the Teport reinforces and restates 
what we (in the community) have 
known :about，that this was .an 
injustice.” 

For  Wakabayashi and the 
JACL, unfortunately, the document 
does not establish and reflect the 
degree of economic and personal 
losses Suffered by internees during 
the months，and even ' years，of 
imprisonment. 

“TI hope that the commission will 
do more Work on the economic 
losses,” expressed the director. 


“We've sent Suggestions to the. 


commission on how to research the 
(issue). 

“The commission's historical 
findings Show 一 iamoral,legaland 
political sense 一 how wrong the 
interment ”was,”  Wakabayashi 
explained.

Very basic level, ”he said.“But then

Asfarasthelanguage difficulties 
are concerned，Meneley admitted 
that they have not been as severe as 
he had feared. “The language 
Sitaution is being addressed and 
CRDC has been very Successful at 
creating an effective program.2” 

“I had tended to overestimate 
this limitation. Butnow that Pve had 
a chance to observe the students 
personally，I realize that they do 
grasp quite bit of the material. The 
students themselves are “very 
enthusiastic about learning.?” 

Meneley noted that IBM has 
been involved with CRDC for many 
years，The commitment began 
Very early on. We”ve been providing 
them with equipment such as key- 
punch machines and other office 
equipment，as well as training in 
administrative Skills。 Now we're 
even Providing the center . with 
people, Such as myself.” 

COMMITMENT 

IBM's commitment to CRDC

Bank Responds to Accusation 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 An 
accusatory article that appeared last 
week in alocal Chinatown paperhas 
drawn a strong response from the 
San Francisco-based Bank of the 
Orient， IThe March 2 edition of 
CHizaa 7771zey alleged that the SF 
bank erred by“easily accepting”a 
US courtrestraining orderandbynot 
honoring a letter of credit issued by 
the bank. 

The newspaper article mentions 
a. disput between an unnamed 
shipping company in Taiwan and an 
unnamed importer in the US. The 
US party sued to put a hold on a 
$300,001letter of creditissued by the 
bank. The un-bylined article alleged 
that the“Chinese business and legal 
community question the bank， 
which has seriously damaged the 
welfare of the exporters in Taiwan.” 


The Bank of the Orient says 让 
“acted absolutely ”properly” in 
accordance with US law in not 
honoring the letter of _ credit， 
explained Gerrit Vander Ende, vice 
president and manager of the 
international division at the bank. 
Vender Ende pointed out that the 
confidential relationship between 
bank and client made it incumbent 
upon him not to name the bank?s 
client. 

Vander Ende statedthatthebank 
had no_ financial interest in the 


transaction. He stresssed that the 
bank was onljy anominal party to the 
lawsuit and was merely following the 
dictates of a US court order. “Itis 
inappropriate for the bank to 
comment further until the court has 
resolved the dispute between the 
parties or until the parties care to 
comment themselves; he 
concluded. 

The bank did not wish to 
comment on the Speculation that the 
newSpaper ITeport Showed the 
Writer's ignorance of US laws and
